Tooviolent aud kmgcontinntxl 
effort, soch aa steep bill climbing or run* 
of nadne langth and speed, increases the 
action of tba heart to sneh an axtent ns 
to ba daagvrona, and it is claimed may 
even cmam oertaln throat ilifflcnlties by 
indneteg rtgiid breathing through th<> 
tnoaUk, However, these same results 
are qoita aa likely to be prixluci-d by 
ovnexeitioD in tennis, swimming or 
any other active amnsement.
